And it repeats the highly suc¬ 
cessful street party of the first 
year. Pelham street will close 
for vendors, restaurant patios, 
a main entertainment stage, 
activity promotion booths and 
cycling activities. Children’s 
attractions and activities will 
fill Peace Park. A beer pavilion 
and wine garden will keep the 
adults content. 

Clark said co-operation 
among diverse groups has 
been sensational.

Pelham bike 
camp teaches 
safe cycling

PELHAM - Cycling is more 
than hopping on a bike. 

Fourteen young people 
ages 8 to 12 are learning that 
truth during a one-week 
bike camp at the Pelham 

“We start with rules of the 
road and handling skills,” 
said instructor David Hunt. 

“We cover them before 
we go on the road," he said 
about display board lectures 
and parking lot drills. 

Instruction in the morning 
is followed by cycling from 
the arena to the Pelham 
swimming pool in Marlene 
Steward Streit Park. The 
route could include Haist 
St. or follow the Steve Bauer 
Trails. 

Road hazards are covered 
and reviewed. 

Riding on gravel provided 
a teaching point Wednesday 
morning. 

It was a matter of taking 
it slow and knowing how to 
apply brakes, said Hunt. 

The students are told 
to stay aware of their 
surroundings. 

Passing a parked car, 
for example, is more than 
swerving out, Hunt said. 

A cyclist has to look over 
his shoulder to ensure no 
cars are coming, signal 
his intention to move out, 
remain a metre away from 
the car in case the driver 
opens the door, and look 
over both shoulders to 
ensure way is clear to move 


For three years, the town 
has held the bike camp at 
the Pelham Arena. The next 
weeklong camp is Aug. 6 to 
10 with a couple of spots still 

While not officially a Can- 
Bike program, the lessons 
are drawn from the cycling 
skills instruction devel¬ 
oped by Transport Canada 
and the Canadian Cycling 
Association, said Hunt. 

Zach Drennan, who 
adjusted his helmet to 
ensure it was snug, said so 
far he has learned he can 
signal with either right or 
left hand. 

He now knows more road 
safety measures, he said. 

One caught Hunt’s eye as 
he looked down the line of 

“Shoelaces are too long. 
Make sure they are double 
tied so they don’t get caught 
in your chain.”

CYCLING SAFETYTIPS 

■ Wear a helmet and check 
gear for safety. 

■ Check safety of bike before 

■ Follow all the rules of the 
road such as stopping at stop 
signs. 

■ Master handling skills, ride 
in straight line, check over 
shoulder and stay one metre 
from curb. 

■ Be aware of your surround¬ 
ings and ensure you are visible.

This tragedy 
will linger 

l\ traffic accident early Friday on 
J. ^Regional Rd. 20 will stay deep in 
the community’s memory. 

Three young Dunnville area men 
— Dennis Falletta, 21, Zorin Mraovic, 

20, and Justin Morin, 25, — died when 
their Chevrolet sedan burst into flames. 
A fourth young man in the car, John 
Crumb, survived. 

On a stretch east of Regional Rd. 24, 
a little after 1 a.m., their westbound car 
slammed head-on into an eastbound SUV 

In it was Jim Yungblut, 66, his wife 
Nancy, who works for the town, with 
Sam Turner and her husband. 

Yungblut was trapped in the SUV for 
45 minutes and faces another month in 
hospital. 

Others in the SUV were treated and 
released from hospital. 

The accident occurred near a bend 
in Regional Rd. 20 just before Brady Rd. 
Police say it will be a while before they 
determine the cause. 

The sudden and violent deaths have 
left the community numb. 

Accidents aren't uncommon on 
the busy Hwy 20 up the middle of the 
peninsula. This one, however, taking 
three lives in seconds is different 

No one will drive past the spot 
without thinking about the sudden 
tragedy. A delicate memorial bearing 
messages along with a wreath has gone 
up on die roadside beside the turn. 

Pelham town council Monday night 
held a moment of silence in memory of 
the three killed in the collision. 

Their families face a nightmare but 
they are not alone. The community 
shares the grief.

Questions on Pelham’s 2012 
residential property taxes 


What if your residential assessment increased more 
than the average? Or, what if the assessed value 
increased less than the average?" 


I f you pay your property taxes 
by installments, you will 
know that your third installment 
of your 2012 property tax bill 
came due late last month. 
Because of that deadline, a 
number of people asked me 
questions that I hope to answer 
over my next few columns. 

First, you may recall that I 
wrote about the 2012 property 
tax change in February just 
after council approved the 
town's operating budget. At 
that time I wrote ”... the average 
residential property value for 
2012 is expected to be $284,566. 
If MPAC assessed your home and 
property at that value, you will 
pay an additional $31 or a total 
of approximately $1,289 on the 
Pelham portion of your property 

I am pleased to let you know 
that those values still hold true. 
However, you may recall that

that “Pelham portion” of your tax 
bill accounts for only 34% of your 
total residential property tax bill. 

The Niagara Region accounts 
for 49% of the property taxes 
you pay in Pelham, while the 
Provincial educational portion 
is the remaining 17%. For the 
average residential property, the 
Regional portion of your tax bill 
increased by 3.3% - or $59 for a 
total of approximately $1,850 - 
and the Education portion barely 
changed, increasing $0.57 for a 
total of approximately $629. 

When you combine these 
amounts, the average residential 
property tax bill increased by $91 
(or 2.48%) for a total of $3,768. 


For clarity, that is for an 
average residential property 
assessed at $284,566 and that 
increased in value by 4.6%. This 
4.6% was the average residential 
assessment increase from 2011 
to 2012. 

But, what if you residential 
assessment increased more 
than the average? Or, what if the 
assessed value increased less 
than the average? 

If your assessed value 
increases more than the average 
you will pay more than average. 
For example, if the assessed value 
of your home increased by 7% 
from 2011 to 2012, that’s higher 
than the 4.6% average, and you 


would pay more property tax 
than the average increase. 

By the same token, if your 
assessed value increases less 
than the average - say by only 
3% - you will pay less tax than the 
average increase, but likely more 
than you paid in 2011. 

I hope that helps explain 
why the specific experience of 
property owners varies from the 
average. I will write further about 
changes to property taxes over 
the next few weeks.

Pelham market outpaces Niagara 


H ome sales continue to be 
as hot as this summer’s 
heat wave with 27.7% more homes 
sold this June compared to last 
year. According to the Niagara 
Association of Realtors there were 
23 unit sales in Pelham during June 
2012 while last June the tally was 18. 

Year-to-date sales have pulled 
ahead of last year's activity level 
with the 104 sales recorded so far 
this year reflecting a 8.3% increase 
over the June 2011 year-to-date 
total of 96 transactions. 

The sales that happened in 
Pelham during the month of June 
sold much quicker than last year 
with an average market time of 75 
days compared to an average of 91 
days last year in June.

There are signs, however, 
that price growth is starting to 
level off. The 12-month average 
price year-to date is $318,189 
- down 0.54 from the figure of 
$319,913 recorded in June 2011. 
In comparison, the 12 month 
average price increased 1.32% 
between June 2009 and 2010. 

In Pelham, our June 2012 
market activity significantly 
outpaced Niagara regional 
results.

Across Niagara a total of 568 
unit sales were recorded in June 
2012 representing an 21.1% 
monthly slide from last June’s 
total of 688 transactions. Year- 
to-date sales in Niagara have 
declined 1.49%.

Corporation (CMHC) released 
its second quarter 2012 Housing 
Market Outlook, Canada Editionl 
on June 14,2012. In the report,

Dominican soccer players wear local jerseys 


PELHAM - Welland-Pelham soccer 
rivalry has gone intemationaL 

Teams sporting their sweaters are play¬ 
ing on Dominican Republic pitches. 

Pelham and Welland soccer clubs 
donated 200 new jerseys to a Faith 
Tabernacle humanitarian project and in 
the spring, church volunteers gave them to 
groups in the West Indian nation. 

“The players didn’t have any jerseys,” 
said Jonathan Johnson, who with his son, 
Rylan, were among 11 who this spring 
helped build two homes. 

“They were generous donations, jerseys 
the dubs had left oved' said Johnson. 

A lack of shirts is a small example of 
shortages they found. 

The Welland group during its 10-day visit 
built houses in the morning, and in the 
afternoon did humanitarian work such as 


‘We were helping Haitian refugees," said 
Johnson. 

About three million crossed the border of 
the two countries, which share the island, 
following the 2010 Haitian earthquake. 

“They are looking for a better life but 
haven't found it” 

The Samaritan Foundation, a Niagara- 
based group, builds homes in the 
Dominican Republic, recruiting volunteers 
from churches, clubs, schools and other 



Faith Tabernacle volunteers included 
the Johnsons, Tamara Preston, Shawn 
Hamey, Monica and Jens Koepke, Mike, 
Carol and Mary Ann Kirby, Juanita Reid 
andValCalcagno. 

Each year the church raises money and 
arranges to assist a humanitarian project 

“Next year it is in Zambia,” said Johnson, 
an organizing committee member. 
“Volunteers pay their own way while the 
church raises money for the projects.” 

Faith Tabernacle raised $4,000 for each 
of the two homes built by The Samaritan 
Foundation. 

Johnson said the jersey donation is 
just an example of the generosity Faith 
Tabernacle receives from individuals, 
groups and businesses. 

He took 14-year-old son Rylan to see the 
hardships laced by so many. 

When he was a teen, he had a similar 
experience in South America. His mission¬ 
ary father spent four years working there. 

Rylan rated money for the trip by asking 
friends and relatives, and forgoing birthday 

“It was a very good experience," the 
Glynn A. Green grad said. “We just don’t 
realize how bad it is. It was a real eye- 

He did notice children could be happy 
even with nothing. 

“They turned a piece of plastic found in 
a dump into a frisbee.”
